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The Pass of Aberglaslyn, which runs between Bedd- 
gelert and Partmadoc, is one of the most famous beauty 
spots in Wales. Here the scenery is of quite an Alpine 
character, fir-clad shores and frowning cliffs fringing the 
brawling mountain stream of the Glaslyn. Near by is the 
grave of Gelert, Llewellyn’s noble hound, whose doings 
are recorded in the well-known poem. 
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
